1300, Horſe, and 2000. fonor, expecting the reſt of 
their Army, the Rebebs intended ro {: cure rhemſtives 
from fighting withus, untill chey could ger an advan» 
rage, thar Country being a very fatt County dy realon 
of g1eat Rivers, Woods and, B gs. 

After 3. houres diſpure we g:ined the paſſe wich 
Gods aſhi{tfance-0n the third day of this month, and ha. 
ving beaten of and routed their forces, purſucd them ag 
farreas we conld, kild x00. uponthe place, wounded 
many, Where-f ſome are fince dead, rook 290, fcrvicea- 
ble Horſes, - excit Riders forſaking them, and kild and 
wounded many others,who at the firſt prefied hard up- 
on our foot;here we gor 200, Ci wes abcur the Lord 
Bourck of Caſtleconels, and Sir Edmond Walſhes, That 
night we marched roNew Caflle, a Garriſon of the Re. 
bells, within half a mi'e of che City of Zymrich, which 
was ſurrendred upon - ftummons, and quarter only for 


their lives, upon relation of the defear given to their Ac. 


my. And herewe reſted the remainder ofrhar nighr, 
Some of our troops purſued the Rebells over the River:

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Sharon, (which is very ſcldome paſlable thereaboutsy 
inco the County of Clare or Themond,, whithet moſt of 
the Cattle about Lymrick(on this (ide) were driven over: 
Lymerick bx14ge, The Lord Prefident ſecured the fickand 
wounded Soldicrs, withthe, baggage & carriages with a; 
good guard at. another Caſtle lately takegin, and mat- 
ched withrhe Army homcwards 2, or 4. miles, and in 
the evening faced about and commandeda party of 600. 
Musquetecrs, and asmany Horſe ro marc þ away and 
paſſeche River, and .drew upthe reſt.of the A:my pre- 
ſencly after to ſecure them, againſt any attempr. h 

The:party that got over were diſpoſed into feveral di- 
viſions and commanced. ſ{cverall wayes under thoſe Ofi- 
cers that bcſt knew the Country,  Leiveenant Mathew 
Conſiden commanded one. Civiftion towards Killallow, 
and. bavirg taken a priſoner in his-march, hee ( to ſave 
his life )d'{covreed where ſome Officers of quality were, 


upon th Lord Prefidents Land called Bryens Bridge in 


7 honoad, 6 myles from: ZLymrick wherupon' he defifted 
from ſeeking after his prey, and early in the morning 
{utrounded the place where they were, ſome ofthe Ofi- 
cers made fhitt roget on hore back, but finding no poſ- 
fibiliry of:.cſcaping,ſubmirted themfelves; Among thoſe 
O ficers was a brother of the Lord. Preſidents , a Leiy=
